The improved facility will
have six lanes, median divider, and turning lanes at intersections as needed.

By 2020, the NCDOT forecasts 48,000 vehicles per
day traveling on U.S. 401/ Fayetteville Road in
Garner between Purser/Pinewinds Drive and Legend
Road. Without any road improvement, the volume of
traffic will result in greater delays.

While main street travelers continue to turn left or
right or travel straight through, side street
travelers who wish to cross or turn left must first
turn right and then make a U-turn on the main
street to return to their desired route.
